Andrew J. Gallagher, represen tative 
of the C alifornia S tate F ederatio n of 
Labor, raised th e question of financial 
aid to the m en on trial in Indianapolis. 
H e offered an a m en d m en t to the re 
po rt of th e com m ittee on the presi 
d e n t’s rep o rt providing tn a t the bal 
ance in th e M cN am ara d efen se fund 
be devoted to the defense of the In­ 
dianapolis 
defendants. 
His 
am en d­ 
m en t was rejected by th e chair on a 
point of o rd e r th a t the m oney in ques­ 
tion is in th e custody of th e M cN a­ 
m a ra defense com m ittee and th ere­ 
fore not at th e disposal of th e fed era­ 
tion. 
T he p re s id e n t’s report com m ittee de 
fined the attitu d e of the federation in 
the so called "d y n am itin g ’’ cases, in­ 
cluding th e M cN am ara cases, in these 
words: 
“T he A m erican labor m ovem ent, as 
rep resen ted in the A m erican Federa 
tion of 
ljabor,

has alw ays been accepted as a fun 
d am en tal principle of our jurisp rud ence 
and in th e consideration of his case 
before the co urts he is entitled to a 
fair and im partial trial.” 


Wants Fair Trial or Appeal. 


T he resolution adopted by th e con­ 
vention w as:

for the tra d e unionists on trial in In­ 
dianapolis, to aid them in securing a 
fair trial and in appealing the case.-;

T he resolution also urged th at the 
men on trial be “not convicted in a d ­ 
vance or th e decision in th eir cases 
be influenced” by th e allege»! fact th at 
certain corporations and a private de 
teetive agency “are clam oring for u 
conviction.” 
It w as decided by m ore th an the 
tw o-thirds m ajority required to revoke 
the c h a rte r of the In ternational As 
sociatlon of Steam and 
Hot W ater 
F itters and H elpers, delegates from 
which w ere denied seats in th e con­ 
vention last week. 
T he convention also refused to take 
any action in the dispute betw een fac­ 
tions of th e In ternatio nal Brotherhood 
of Electrical W orkers and reaffirmed 
its decision th a t only the faction affili­ 
ated with th e federation is legal 
O ther resolutions adopted favor the 
initiative, referendum and recall, In­ 
cluding th e recall of judges; (»opular

S tates senators, 
w o rk in g m en ’s com pensation with the 
retention of em ploy ers’ liability, old 
age pensions and the repeal o r w ith­ 
draw al of th e S herm an anti-trust law 
to prevent th e prosecution of labor 
unions un der its provisions.

T he bill w as reported favorably, but 
It was aet'ompanle'l by an adverse re­ 
port prepared by Mr. MeCumber, to 
whose com m ittee the m easure was re­ 
ferred. 
Mr. MeCumber suggested th at 
form er presidents be granted a pen* 
lion of $10,000 a year and that th e ir 
widow's be allowed a pension of $5,000 
I year.

Andrew J. Gallagher, representative 
of tho California State Federation of 
Labor, raised the question of financial 
aid to the men on trial in Indianapolis. 
He offered an amendment to the re 
port of the committee on the presi 
dent’s report providing tnat the bal 
ance in the McNamara defense fund 
be devoted to the defense of the In­ 
dianapolis defendants. 
His amend­ 
ment was rejected by the chair on a 
point of order that the money in ques­ 
tion is in the custody of the Mc Na 
mara defense committee and there­ 
fore not at the disposal of the federa- 
tlon. 
The president’s report committee de­ 
fined the altitude of the federation in 
the so called “ dynamiting” cases, in­ 
cluding the McNamara cases, in these 
words: 
"The American labor movement, as 
represented in the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, will neither counte 
nance nor condone any one who under­ 
takes to carry on a criminal warfare 
on society. 
That some of these men 
are guilty of carrying on such a war­ 
fare appears 
from the 
confessions 
they have made relative to their cor 
net: ions 
with 
th e s e 
crimes. 
T h ;, 
every man must be considered inno­ 
cent until he has been proved guilty 
has always been accepted as a fun 
damental principle of our jurisprudence 
and in the consideration of his case 
before the courts he is entitled to a 
fair and impartial trial.” 


W ants Fair T rial or Appeal. 


The resolution adopted by the con­ 
vention was: 
"That delegates to the 
convention 
on 
their 
return advise 
their international unions and local 
bodies to provide financial assistance 
for the trade unionists on trial in In­ 
dianapolis, to aid them in securing a 
fair trial and in appealing the rases 
should fair trial be denied them.” 
The resolution also urged that the 
men on trial be “ not convicted in ad 
Vance or the decision in their cases 
be influenced" by the alleged fact that 
certain corporations and a private de­ 
tective agency "are clamoring for a 
conviction.” 
It was decided by more than the 
two-thirds majority required to revolt 
the charter of the International As 
sociation of Steam and Hot Water 
Fitters and Helpers, delegates from 
which were denied seats in the con­ 
vention last week. 
The convention also refused to take 
any action in the dispute between fac­ 
tions of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers and reaffirmed 
its decision that only the faction affili­ 
ated with the federation is legal. 
Other resolutions adopted favor the 
initiative, referendum and recall, in­ 
cluding the recall of judges: popular 
election of United 
States senators, 
workingmen’s compensation with the 
retention of employers’ liability, old 
age pensions and the repeal or with­ 
drawal of the Sherman anti-trust law 
to prevent the prosecution of labor 
unions under its provisions.

“ W e will have full advices from our 
legal counsel as to the terms of this 
decision. 
W e will, of course, respect 
the order of the court while it re­ 
mains in force, but the case will be 
carried to the court of last resort and 
we fully expect an ultimate' decision 
reversing Judge Shirley's opinion.”

About $3,250,000 of this would have 
been paid on political documtn.lt. 
The postal service handled during 
the year 310,240,000 pieces of franked 
mail, weighing 61,377,000 pounds. This 
was 3,8 per cent of the total weight 
of all domestic mail carried. 
During the presidential and congres­ 
sional primary campaign in the last 
quarter of the fiscal year, as disclosed 
by comparison with the amounts of 
free matter 
sent during 
the corre­ 
sponding periods of previous years, an 
extraordinary amount of franked mat­ 
ter was sent through the mails at pub­ 
lic expense. 
This matter consisted of political 
speeches, reports and documents of 
all kinds and even of one complete 
political campaign book, all of which 
had been made technically frankable 
by insertion in the Congressional Rec­ 
ord.
